dertaking rooms in Exeter. The body 
was horribly mutilated. The sum of 
$32.10 was found in the victim's pock- 
et.

It is supposed that Smith was lean- 


ing against a post beside the track, 
and that he fell across the rails just 
before the car came along. 


The car which figured in the affair 


was in charge of Conductor Philbrook 
and Motorman Ed Holmes, two of the 
most careful men on the road, and 
no blame whatever is 
attached cto 


either of them. 


It is reported that a sister of Simith, 


the victim, was a passenger 
on the 


car at the time of the accident. 


Smith was for a time driver of the 


rural free delivery mail wagon. He 
was thirty-five years old.

Formalin In Blood Poisoning. 


Dr. Barrows' successful use of forma- 


lin in a dangerous case of blood poison- 
ing marks a definite advance in the sci- 
ence, of medicine and naturally Attracts 
widespread Interest aud comment In 
his report of the case to the New York 
Academy of Medicine Dr. Barrows tells 
of the treatment of the negro woman 
whom he found In Bellevue hospital dy- 
ing of blood poison following childbirth. 
The first Injection of 800 cubic centime- 
ters of a solution of formalin in the pro- 
portion of 1 to 5,000 caused a drop in 
temperature, and the second Injection 
of a solution of the same strength, using 
780 cubic centimeters, placed the wom- 
an on the road to recovery. Dr. Bar- 
rows said that avculture of the patient's 
blood made before the Injection showed 
the presence of streptlcoccl, the bacteria 
which, he holds, are the cause of sepsis, 
and when tbe woman had practically 
recovered be found no trace of streptl- 
coccl. Frem this case he therefore drew 
tbe conclusion that the formalin had de- 
stroyed the strepUcocct and that it could 
do no harm. 


It cannot be expected, however, that 


the results anticipated will always at- 
tend the use of the formalin treatment. 
All sorts of complications are liable to 
occur colucldently with sepsis, and even 
the destruction of the streptococci in the. 
blood might not restore the coneUtiona 
permitting recovery. 


The formalin treatment was used in 


the case of Editor Gonzales, who was 
shot by Lieutenant Governor Ttllmun 
of South Carolina, and that it did not 
save his life is not to be wondered at. 
The Iher was torn by the bullet, and 
the septic poisoning resulting was 
quickly beyond surgery. 
It is quite 


probable that neither President GarfleW 
nor President McKfnley would have de- 
rived any benefit from formalin injec- 
tions, and theirs were typical cases of 
blocd poisoning caused by gunshot 
wounds. 


Very different, however, Is the puer- 


peral sepsis which sends BO many 
young mothers to the grave prema- 
turely and which has ever been tbe 
dread of the obstetrician. If the for- 
malin treatment accomplishes nothing 
more than to minimize the mortality 
in such cases. It will be an inestimable 
boon to humanity. 


As tlie New York Tlinos remarks, it 


Is tho misfortune of discoveries of this 
kind that they are put to Impossible 
tests by unauthorized and empirical 
experimenters and that success Is ques- 
tioned while failure is heralded. 
It 


would seem as if the great medical 
organizations could handle such mat- 
ters better than tuoy arc now bandied.

'nactive a sentiment as in China; the 
author quotes a scheme of partition 
by the planter and commercial class- 
es, by which the northern states of 
the republic would come under the 
orotection of the United States and 
"he southern would go to Germany. 


While we think Mr. Bonsai exag- 


gerates the political significance of 
'he situation, his formulation of the 
Character and extent of German im- 
migration in South America is sug- 
gestive. Whether the German popula- 
•ion in south Brazil is or is not being 
issimilated is a question now under 
lispute in that country. But it is very 
'ikely that the Brazilian would have 
i degree of difficulty 
in making a 


'oyal Portugese-speaking 
citizen out 


}f the German that the American has 
never had in making a loyal English- 
speaking citizen out of him.

German brings to the southern conti- 
lent a higher civilization, better in-

PEAS FOR THE FACTORY.

At Loii^uiont. in ItauliU-r county, the 


land i» pi»'jj.ire<l as for wheat, ti:;d tbe 
n-jrul.tr driJK -srt-- U'-ed iu souiu^ peas. 
Two row. of pea^ are sowed, and theu 
a space.e<}u:il to that occupied by two 
rows is skipjSeU, thus leu\iug twenty 
one iucrbQg between the double rows for 
cultivation and irrigation purposes. 


When the sprouts begin to apper.r 


above ground, a barrow is run over 
them for the purpose of removing the 
small weeds?, and this operation is re- 
peated a number of times during the 
early part of the season. A very small 
per cent of the peas is torn out by this 
process. When the vines become large 
enough, a cultivator is used in throw- 
ing earth up to them. When five to six 
inches in height, an irrigating furrow 
is made between the rows. The water 
is brought to the head of the rows at 
the highest part of the field by a broad 
lateral from a main ditch of thirty to 
forty feet in width and carrying water 
from a mountain stream. 


The harvesting of peas is begun at 


the time most favorable for best re- 
sults, and regardless of tbe few blos- 
soms and flat podded peas all are 
mowed by a cutter which runs just be- 
neath the ground. Then the hayracks 
arrive, and great loads of peas on the 
vines are hauled to the nearby can- 
ning factory and are ready for tbe 
thrashing operation. This operation i? 
done by means of machines construct 
ed especially for tho purpose. 


When the peas are shelled, they are 


put through grading machines which 
sort out the different sizes. The very 
small peas thus obtained represent the 
immature ones. After grading in this 
manner they are next parboiled or 
blanched and are then put upon zinc 
lined tables. Here they are looked over 
by a force of girls, who pick out not 
only the occasional old peas or weed 
seeds that may have crept in, but also 
nil broken peas. After this operation 
the peas are washed again and are 
then ready to go into cans. 


The filling of the cans is accom- 


plished by machinery. Each machine 
fills twelve cans at one time, and 40,000 
cans are filled iu a day. After the cans 
are filled with peas a weak brine is 
added, and then the capping machines 
are put into service. After capping the 
cans are put into iron rerorts, the lids 
of which are bolted down, and the 
peas are cooked in the cans by steam. 
The labeling is then done by machin- 
ery.

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HOTBED ITEMS. 


Gla» S««h and Cbemp Cloth Cover* 


For Cold Frames. 


In answer to inquiries on the subject 


cf hotbeds a Rural New Yorker writer 
gives information as follows, including 
the way to make cheap frames cov- 
ered with cloth: 


The ghlss sash will cost upward of $2 


apiece at preseut high prices, but other 
devices will answer for the cold frames. 
Decide just how many sash you can 
use to advantage, then make the hotbed 
to fit the number of sash you can af- 
ford. They will perhaps be 3 feet 2 
inches in width by 5 feet 0 inches in 
length. This is a convenient size, but 
you can get nearly any desired size. 
Make a bed to fit the number of sash, 
and the cheapest way is to make the 
sides of inch lumber a foot wide and 
ends of same. Cut four 2 by 4 corner 
posts twelve inches in length, and nail 
side and end boards firmly to the posts. 
Cut 1 by 3 inch strips as long as tbe 
bed is wide, and let them into the side 
boards even with the top. You will re- 
quire one less than the number of sash 
--i. e., if you have four sash, you 
will require but three of these sash sup- 
ports. They must be placed crosswise 
of the bed, even with the top of the side 
boards, at such distance apart that the 
edges of two sash wnl rest upon one 
support. They are simply rafters upon 
which the sash must lap and rest edge 
to edge. Nail a strip of the same mate- 
rial ou the outer side of each end of tbe 
bed extending one inch above end 
boards, also a strip along one side in 
same manner. The&e will hold the sash 
firmly in place and prevent slipping or 
blowing off. This is about the cheapest 
style of hotbed and will answer every 
ordinary purpose fairly w ell. 


The cold frames can be made in tbe 


same way and may be covered far 
cheaper than with glass. For these 
covers take 1 by '2 inch strips as long 
os tbe bed is wide. Cut the end strips 
Just three feet wide and halve the cor- 
ners of the frame together and fasten 
with screws or wire lath nails anil 
clfncb them. Cut n center brace to fit 
Inside measure of frame crosswise nnd 
toenail it in. Cover the frames With 
medium or heavy weight sheeting or 
better known as muslin in yotir local- 
ity. 
Stretch tightly nnd tack closelj 


along tbe outer edges of tho frame (not 
on top). Paint over wlUi three or four 
coats of the following mixture: Two 
thoroughly beaten eggs to one pint of 
raw linseed oil. Keep this well stirred 
when painting and allow ono cent to 
dry before applying another. These 
ftrill make thoroughly reliable cold 
frame covers nnd nil) also answer nice- 
ly In ordinary work for hotbeds.

Tbe secret of Mr. Vanderbilt's popu- 


larity with the general public, which 
hardly knows blui except by hearsay, 
Is bin well known democracy and Inde- 
pendence of spirit. 


Although a millionaire many times 


over, Mr. Vanderbilt is a busy worker 
and bos invented several useful appli- 
ances for use on railroads. He is at 
borne in an engine roundhouse and 
knows what a fireman's shovel is, hav- 
ing used it on more than one occasion. 


Mr. Vauderbilt first came prominent- 


ly into the public eye a little more than 
six years ago when as a young man of 
twenty-three be married Miss Grace 
Wilson in defiance of his father's com- 
mand. By thus braving his father's 
anger to marry tbe 'woman of his 
choice be forfeited his rights as .elder 
son and was disinherited. His place 
in the public esteem dates from that 
episode. 


In appearance Mr. Vanderbilt Is quite 


ordinary, in manner boyish and dem- 
ocratic, but be has many qualities 
which distinguish him from the ordi- 
nary young man with unlimited in- 
come. 
. , 


Mr. Vanderbilt looks the typical 


American young man. He is about 5 
feet 10 or 11 Inches and well built, with 
clean cut features and a smooth shaved 
face that shows strength of purpose iu 
ita lines. The whole line of the face iu 
profile is straight from the forehead 
down to the well modeled chin. The 
lower lip is. if anything, a trifle heavy. 
The head is large and is well set on 
broad shoulders. 
"He is the eldest surviving son of the 
late Cornelius Vanderbilt, and, al- 
though bis marriage cost him an in- 
heritance of $45,000,000. he was not

disheartened by the great loss of wealth 
and heritage from that act. Since hia 
qunrrel with his father he has worked 
diligently and with good results. 


He began by inventing a locomotive 


firebox, which, because, it rarely gets 
out of repair, keeps down the yearly 
expense of every railroad, that uses it 
What is now known as the Vanderbilt 
type of boiler, an elaboration of his 
original Invention, saves fuel and econ- 
omizes power as well. Recently he In- 
Tented a tank car for carrying oil and 
also a coal car with a capacity of over 
fifty tons. A brake and many other 
minor appliances used in railroading 
also owe their origin to his fertile brain. 


He frequently goes to the Baldwin 


Locomotive works in Philadelphia, dons 
a pair of overalls and puts in a hard 
day's, work* beside the mechanics em- 
ployed there, emerging from the shop 
at night as grimy and greasy as any of 
the three dollar a day men. 


I>ast summer at Newport, when he 


was invited to go along on one of the 
trial trips of the new torpedo boat 
Strlngham, be surprised the naval ex- 
perts by appearing in overalls and a 
skullcap and by spending the entire 
four hours of the trip in the engine 
room hobnobbing with stokers and en- 
gineers. 


He Is not only a director cf th» 


Lackawanna Iron and Steel company 
and a trustee of the New York Life In- 
surance and Trust company, but also 
In the Rapid Transit Subway Construc- 
tion company. 


Although Mr. Vanderbilt was disin- 


herited, be is by no means poor. He Is 
probably worth 110,000,000, and his 
wife Is rich in her own rlfcbt. In soci- 
ety they are tbe recognized leaders of 
the younger §et. When Prince Henry 
of Prn»»la waa In New York last win- 
ter, tbelr home was one of the few In 
New York In which tbe representative 
of the kaiser was privately enter- 
tained.

A tract of seven acres of land bus 


been purchased in Chicago, and the in- 
itial plant wiil be built there. 
The 


plans of the plant provide for a distri- 
bution of 140,000 horsepower. 
The 


plant will be merely a storehouse and 
distributing center for electricity. Ex- 
tending into space out of the roof of 
this building will be a copper cable 
three-fourths of an inch in diameter 
and 125 miles long. There it will be 
fastened 
to a spherical generator. 


Above this generator will be a steel 
cable of two strands of wire extending 
102 miles still farther into space. 


Above this will be more generators, 


and then comes a cable of aluminium 
wire forty-eight miles long, to which 
will be attached a silver ball. The en- 
tire length of cable, or "electric ladder," 
as Mr. Whitney calls it, will be 275 
miles. 


Once the ladder is projected Into 


space it will remain there forever, ac- 
cording to Mr. Whitney. He says he 
has discovered the magnetic center. 
That part of the cable within the 
earth's atmosphere would fall to the 
ground if left unsupported. But that 
part beyond the earth's atmosphere is 
strongly drawn away from the earth 
by the magnetic center, and thus the 
whole cable will be kept upright and 
taut. 


TO FIGHT CONSUMPTION. 


How Henry Fhtpps Propoaes to Aid 


Suffering Humanity. 


Henry Phipps, the multimillionaire 


and ex-director of the United States 
Steel corporation, who has just made 
public his intention to build, equip and 
endow a hospital in Philadelphia for 
the isolation and treatment of con- 
sumptives in an advanced stage of the 
disease, fought his way to fortune 
alongside Andrew Carnegie. 


The Henry Phipps Institute For the 


Study, Treatment and Prevention of 
Tuberculosis will be the title of the in- 
stitution, and the task of establishing 
it has been placed in the hands of Dr. 
Lawrence F. Flick, the great tubercu- 
losis expert of Philadelphia. It is es- 
timated that Mr. Phipps' gift to hu- 
manity will entail an expenditure of 
over $1,000,000. 


The institute is to be modeled on the 


lines of the Pasteur institute in Paris, 
but of course it will deal exclusively 
with tuberculosis, while the Pasteur

expected to prove of groat value to 
physicians and criminolcgists.

claimed that it will register acute mel- 
ancholia and can detect whether crim- 
inals are telling the truth or the oppo- 
site. 


The apparatus consists of a tall glasa 


Jar, half filled with a colorless solution, 
and tp which are attached two glass 
tubes which pass through an opening 
In its top. One of the tubes has an ap 
plinnce which fits over the mouth and 
the other runs to a glass receptacle 
containing purified air. 


When the apparatus is fitted over the 


mouth of a person and the breath 
passes through the liquid and thence to 
the 
glass 
receptacle, 
the varying 


thoughts within the mind are reflected 
in the changing colors of the liquid in 
the jar, this action being due, iu brief, 
to the effect of the variable chemical 
properties of the breath upon the solu- 
tion. 


So far the experiments have merely 


determined what colors reflect ccrtaiu 
moods, such as happiness or melan- 


| cholia, but as the work progresses and 
considerably more data are compiled it 
is .expected that the knowledge of the 
brain colors will grow correspondingly. 


So it seems, if all that is said about 


this latest addition to scientific knowl- 
edge is true, that Professor Gates has 
evolved a machine that will make the 
Inmost thoughts of the human mind 
as an open book through the medium 
of his "wonder bottle."
